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Introduction Trogoderma poorknightsum Sp. nov. 


The genus TJrogoderma Dejean, 1821 currentlyy contains 189 
species worldwide (Hava 2024). During the determination of some 
unidentified Dermestidae sent for study by Richard Leschen from 
the New Zealand Arthropod Collection, Auckland (New Zealand), 
three new species from New Zealand belonging to the genus 
Trogoderma Dejean, 1821 were found and are described here. The 
present article follows author’s published works about Trogoderma 
from the New Zealand (Hava, 2019). 


Material and methods 


Body measurements (mm): 

TL: Total length, linear distance from anterior margin of head to 
apex of elytra; 

EW: Elytral width, maximal linear transverse distance. 
Abbreviations of collections: 

JHAC: Jiti Hava, Private Entomological Laboratory & Collection, 
Unétice u Prahy, Prague-West, Czech Republic; 

NZAC: New Zealand Arthropod Collection, Auckland, New Zealand.

Results 
Trogoderma maestum Broun, 1880 


Material examined: New Zealand GB, East Cape, Lighthouse Tk, 3 
Nov 1995, G. Hall / Litter & debris 95/15, 1 9, 1 6, (NZAC, JHAC). 


Distribution. This species is known from New Zealand (Hava 
2019); the specimen above represents new locality data.

Description 


Body. — Long, narrow, parallel (Fig. 1). Measurements of the body 
(mm): TL 2.6-2.9, EW 1.3-1.4. 


Coloration. — Head dark brown; pronotum dark brown, mattee, with 
sparse brown and white setation; elytra brown with sparse brown and 
white setation; antennae brown; legs brown. 


Head. — Coarsely punctate, sparsely covered with short, white setation. 
Palpomeres dark brown. Eyes very large, with yellow microsetae. Ocellus 
on front present. Antennae brown, with short, yellow setation, composed 
of 11 antennomeres (Fig. 2). 


Pronotum. — Mattee, coarsely punctate, dark brown, lateral margins of 
pronotum smooth. 


Scutellum.—Dark brown, triangular, without setation. 


Elytra. — Mattee, brown, with narrow, transverse fasciae of white 
setation, other parts covered by sparse brown setation; each elytron 
with large bump on humerus. Epipleuron brown, covered by brown 
setation. 


Ventral surface. — Mesosternum and metasternum covered with white 
setation, finely punctate. Abdominal ventrites dark brown, finely punctate, 
sparsely covered with recumbent white setation; ventrites I-IV with 
small, lateral depression. 


Legs. — Brown, covered with recumbent, white setation. 


Male genitalia. — As in Fig. 3. 
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2 HAVA. — Trogoderma from New Zealand. 


Female. — Unknown. 


Differential diagnosis. — The new species is similar to Trogoderma 
sonjiriti Hava, 2019 but differs from it by the structure of the 
antennae and the male genitalia, and from other New Zealand 
species by the elytral and pronotal white patterns and structure of the 
antennae and male genitalia. 


Etymology. — Toponymic, named after Poor Knights Island, 
New Zealand.

Description of the male 


Body. — Body long, narrow, parallel (Fig. 4). Measurements of the 
body (mm): TL 2.7-2.9, EW 1.3-1.4. 

Coloration. — Head dark brown; pronotum dark brown and reddish, matte, 
with sparse brown and white setation; elytra brown and reddish, with sparse 
brown and white setation; antennae brown; legs brown. 

Head.— Coarsely punctate, sparsely covered with short, white setation. Palpomeres 
dark brown. Eyes very large, with yellow microsetae. Ocellus on front present. 
Antennae brown, with short, yellow setation, composed of 11 antennomeres (Fig, 5). 

Pronotum. — Matte, coarsely punctate, dark brown and reddish, lateral 
margins of pronotum smooth. 

Scutellum.— Dark brown, triangular, without setation. 

Elytra. — Matte, brown, with narrow, transverse fasciae and patches covered 
by white setation, other parts covered by sparse brown setation; each elytron 
with large bump on humerus. Epipleuron brown, covered by white setation. 

Ventral surface. — Mesosternum and metasternum covered with white 
setation, finely punctate. Abdominal ventrites dark brown, finely punctate, 


sparsely covered with recumbent white setation; ventrites II-IV with lateral, 
small depression. 


Legs. — Dark brown, covered with recumbent, white setation. 


Male genitalia. — As in Fig. 7. 


Female. — Habitus similar to male, but differs in the structure of 
the antennae (Fig. 6). 


Differential diagnosis. — The new species is similar to Trogoderma 
sonjirii Hava, 2019 and Trogoderma poorknightsum sp. nov. but 
differs from them by the structure of the antennae and male genitalia, 
and from other New Zealand species by the elytral and pronotal white 
patterns and structure of the antennae and male genitalia. 


Etymology. — Patronymic, named after the collector of the new 
species K. M. Mason.

Description of the male 


Body. — Body long, narrow, parallel (Fig. 8). Measurements of the 
body (mm): TL 2.9, EW 1.4. 

Coloration. — Head dark brown; pronotum dark brown, shiny, with 
sparse brown and white setation; elytra brown with sparse brown and 
white setation; antennae brown; legs brown. 

Head.— Coarsely punctate, sparsely covered with short, white setation. 
Palpomeres dark brown. Eyes very large, with yellow microsetae. Ocellus 
on front present. Antennae brown, with short, yellow setation, composed 
of 11 antennomeres (Fig. 10). 

Pronotum. — Shiny, finely punctate, dark brown, lateral margins of pronotum 
smooth. 

Scutellum.—Dark brown, triangular, without setation. 

Elytra. — Shiny, brown, with narrow, transverse fasciae of white 
setation, other parts covered by sparse brown setation; each elytron with 
large bump on humerus. Epipleuron brown, covered by brown setation. 

Ventral surface. — Mesosternum and metasternum covered with white 
setation, finely punctate. Abdominal ventrites dark brown, finely punctate, 
sparsely covered with recumbent white setation; ventrites I-IV with 
small, lateral depression. 

Legs. — Dark brown, covered with recumbent, white setation. 


Male genitalia. — As in Fig. 12. 


Female. — Habitus similar to male, but differs in the structure of the 
antennae (Fig. 11) and broad white fasciae of the elytra (Fig. 9). 
Measurements of the body (mm): TL 3.3, EW 1.7. 


Differential diagnosis. — The new species is similar to Trogoderma 
quadrifasciatum Broun, 1893 but differs from it by the structure of 
the antennae and male genitalia, and from other New Zealand 
species by the elytral and pronotal white patterns and the structure of 
the antennae and male genitalia. 


Etymology. — Patronymic, named after the collector of the new 
species R. C. Craw.
